Some meiwhers of the Galatea Expedition weat up the 
Calates Raver and thought they hal come upon a hut belonging 
to these inland people, From the Danish deseriptious and fiom 
what the Naneowry people told 1ae, one might infer that they were 
a tribe of Negritos, like Ube Andamanese; but lately T was fortan ste 
enough to see one of thes: Shobangs. He was abig, strong j onth, 
ueurly as well built as those of Nuneowry, If the Shobeng I saw 
vis a fair sproimen of his race, ho is of Mongolian ongin, the small 
oblique Mongolian eyos being quite a distinet feature. The head is 
otherwise formed, the lower part of the face being more prominent 
and the back of his head not flattened: it is customary with the 
Nancowry people to flatten the heads of their children. In the faces 
of the men from Temkut, Nancowry, Camorta, Katchall and Car 
Nigvhar there « little of the Mongolian, Not so, however, with the 
peoplue doa * Mutat! from Schowra, They dover resemble the youth mm. teu 
Leta from Great Nicobar, but their eyes remiud mo of bis. My 
thoory is, that the people who inhabited thesa islaids before the 
Naucowry race came were of Mongohan origin; that they were 
attacked and driven awny from the best plaves, and a remnant of 
them ig now found in the interior of Great Nicobar and on the 
little isolated island of Schowra. ‘They were driven away fiom 
the fertile alluvial soil and from the cocuanut trees on the coral 
sand. In Nancowry, Camorta, Trinkut and Car Nicobar they 
could not subsist whea driven away from the coast, the sterile 
grasa plains not affording them any menfg of obtaining food. 
Great Nicobar is entirely covered with danse jungle; the soil is 
fertiie, and there they still live, In Schowra they make their living 
ag potters, 'Thoy supply ihe other rJandy with well-made cooking» 
pots, which they vonvey in their eanves, The men of Schowra 
are faurer than ‘he Nuneowry people, and at Naneowry they say 
that the girls from Schowra are cho prettiost, The people at 
Sehowra have largely adopted the Nancow y language, It wonld 
he very interesting to discover whether they have anything in 
commun with their cousins in the interior uf the Great ‘Nieobar 
Island. The Shohengs at Great; Nicobar ara hostile to the 
Nanecowry people who reside along the coast, and not long ago

to thé femptationg offered to them to lead a,lazy life? I hope, 
however, to show that the Natcowry people, though thoy love to be 
lazy and to stretch themselves in the shade to sleep, are neverthe~ 
less very active when they have anything to do.
